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before us. I remember how vividly 
and honestly one of them described the 
situation. 

"Listen carefully, men. We are mov¬ 
ing off in a few minutes, to take over 
captured German trenches on the left 
of Loos. No one knows yet just how 
the land lies there. The reports we 
have had are confused and rather con¬ 
flicting. The boys you are going to 
relieve have been having a hard time. 
The trencehs are full of dead. Those 
who are left are worn out with the 
strain, and they need sleep. They 
won’t care to stop long after you come 
in, so you must not expect much infor¬ 
mation from them. You will have to 
find out these things for yourselves. 
But I know you well enough to feel 
certain that you will. From how on 
you'll not have it easy. You will have 
to sit tight under a heavy fire from 
the German batteries. You will have ta 
repulse counter-attacks, for they will 
make every effort to retake those 
trenches. But remember! You’re 
British Soldiers! Whatever happens 
you’ve got to hang on!” 

We marched down a road nearly a 
foot deep in mud. It had been churn¬ 
ed to a thick paste by thousands of 
feet and all the heavy wheel traffic 
incient of the business of war The 
rain was coming down steadily, and 
it was pitch dark, except for the re¬ 
flected light, on the low-hanging 
clouds, of the flflash'es from the guns 
of our batteries and those of the burst¬ 
ing shells of the enemy. We halted 
frequently, to make way for long flies 
of ambulances which moved as rap 
idly as the darkness and the awful 
condition of the roads would permit. 
I counted twenty of them during one 
halt, and then stopped, thinking of 
the pain of the poor fellows inside, 
their wounds wrenched and torn by 
the constant pitching and jolting. 
We had vivid glimpses of them by 
the light from flashing gups, and of 
the Red Cross attendants at the rear 
of the cars, steadying the upper tiers 
of stretchers on either side. The 
heavy Garrison artillery was by this 
time far behind us. The big shells 
went oiler with a hollow roar like the 
sound of an express train heard at a 
cealed in the ruins of houses on every 
side. The guns were firing at a tre¬ 
mendous rate, the shells exploding 


several miles away with a sound of 
jarring thunder claps. 

In addition to the ambulances there 
was a constant stream of outgoing 
traffic of other kinds: dispatch riders 
on motor cycles, feeling their way 
oautiously along the side f the road; 
ammunition supply and battalion tran¬ 
sport wagons, the horses rearing and 
plunging in the darkness. We ap¬ 
proached a crossroad and halted to 
make way for some batteries of field 
pieces moving to new positions. They 
went by an a slippery cobbled road, 
the horses at a dead gallop. In the 
red lightenings of heavy-gun fire they 
looked like a series of splendid sculp¬ 
tured groups. 

We moved on and halted, moved on 
again, stumbled into ditcljes to get 
out of the way of headquarters cars 
and motor lorries, jumped up and 
pushed on. Every step through the 
thick mud was taken with an effort. 
We frequently lost touch with the 
troops ahead of us and would have to 
march at the double in order to catch 
up. I was fast getting neto that de 
spondent, despairing frame of mind 
which often follows great physical 
weariness, when V remembered a bit 
of wisdom out of a book by William 
James which I had read several years 
I before. He had said, in effect, that 
1 men have layers of energy, reserves 
of nervous force, which they are rare¬ 
ly called upop to use, but which are, 
nevertheless, assets of great 1 value in 
times of strain. I had occasion to test 
the truth of this statement during 
that night march, and at inervals lat¬ 
er, when I felt that I had reached the 
end of my resources of ithength. And 
I found it to be practical wisdom 
which stood me in good stead on more 
than one occosion.

One significant fact is brought out 
by studies of the moisture require¬ 
ments of plants; namely that certain 
crops require much less moisture per 
unit of dry matter than do others, and 
therefore should be selected whenever 
possible for regions of low rainfall.

The increase in available plant 
foods reduces the water requirements 
Of the plant foods, the most import¬ 
ant is an adequats supply of nitrates. 
Soluable substances other than plant 
fdods tend to decrease the rate of 
transpiration but do not decrease the 
water cost of dry matter in 'plants 
As the organic matter of the soil is the 
source of nitrates for all non-legum- 
inous plants, it is essential that we 
make some provision wheretiy the soil 
will not become depleted of organic 
matter. Organic matter must under¬ 
go bacterial decomposition before its 
nitrogen is converted into nitrate 
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WATER REQUIREMENTS OF 


PLANTS 


To the frmer in many parts of Al¬ 
berta where moisture is the limiting 
factor, in crop production, there is no 
subject more interesting thon that 
which deals with the conditions gov¬ 
erning the regulation of moisture sup¬ 
ply. Dr. Wyatt, Professor of Soils in 
the University of Alberta, summar¬ 
izes the conditions as follows: 

No two crops require he same 
■amount of water to produce a pound 
of drry matter. The ammount requir¬ 
ed fo r any one crop will not be the 
same on the same soil for any two 
seasons. Likewise the same crop 
grown upon different soils in the same 
season will have different water re¬ 
quirements. Some crops, by vjrtue of 
thei r extensive root systems, may oc¬ 
cupy a greater deph of soil and utilize 
a correspondingly high percentage of 
the total soil moisture. The various 
crops:, however, have approximately 
the same wilting co-efficient when 
when grown upon the same soil; that 
is. they wilt beyond recovery when 
the sojl moisture has been reduced to 
a certain point. For the same soil 
and different crops,, ,the wilting co¬ 
efficients do not usualy vary more 
than 1.5 pe r ceni., whereas for the 
same crop gromi on different types 
of soil, the wilding co-efficients may 
vary anywhere from 5 to 30 per cent. 
On some peat soils plants will wilt 
beyond recovery (Wen the sojl con¬ 
tains 70 per cent of moisture. The 
wilting co-efficient of sandy soils is 
on an average from 5 to 8 per cent, 
and loam soils from 12 to 15 per cent 
The wilting co-efficient, in other 
words, represents the lower" limit of 
available moisture.

APPLE SHORTCAKE 


Take eight ounces of lard, and rub 
into a pound of flour, with a pinch of 
sal{ and two teaspoonfuls of baking- 
powder and make into a paste with 
about half a pint of water. Divide it 
in two and roll out into large rounds 
of equal size and thickness. Put one 
round on a floured baking-sheet. Peel, 
core and slice four large good cook¬ 
ing apples, and pile them on the pas¬ 
try, together with three ounces of sug 
ar and one of butter, and a little nut¬ 
meg.

BREAD DOUGH RUSKS

Hat Cleaning 

White straw hats can be cleaned by 
rubbing with a cut lemon, and after¬ 
wards rinsing in cold water. If the 
hat requires stiffening, it must be 
brushed over then with a solution of 
gum and water. A hat which has been 
scorched by the sun can be whitened 
again by a solution made of one tea¬ 
spoonful of oxalic acid dissolved in 
half a pint of warm water. Brush on 
evenly round the hat, then rinse in 
cold water and allow to dry in the 
open air. 

A white felt hat may be cleaned by 
rubbing over with calcined magnesia 
applied with a soft brush. Put the 
hat aside for a day, then shake off the 
powder. If not then perfectly clean, 
repeat 'the treatment. Another very 
effective method is to use bran moist¬ 
ened with petrol, and rubbed over the 
hat.
